The * one of 'em began a Defence of 
Sir William under the Title of A Tale of a 
Tub., under which he intended to couch 
the General Hiſtory of Chriſtianity ; ſhew- 
ing the Riſe of all the Remarkable Errors 
of the Roman Chirch in the ſame order 
they enter'd, and how the Reformation en- 
deavour'd to root 'em out again, with the 
different Temper of Luther from Calvin 
(and thoſe more violent Spirits) in the way 
of his Reforming : His aim is to Ridicule 
the ſtubborn Errors of the Romiſh Church, 
and the Humours of the Fanatick Party, 
and to ſhew that their Superſtition has 
ſomewhat very fantaſtical in it, which 1s 
common to both of 'em, notwithſtanding 
the Abhorrence they ſeem to have for one 
another. . ” 
The Author intended to have it very re- 


zular, and withal ſo particular, that he 


thought not to pals by the Rife of any one 
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fingle Error or its Reformation: He deſign'd 
at laſt to ſhew the Purity of the Chriſtian 
Church in the primitive Times, and conſe- 

uently how weakly Mr. Worton paſs'd his 
N and how partially in preferring 
the Modern Divinity before the Ancient, 
with the Confutation of whole Book he in- 
tended to conclude, But when he had not 
yet gone half way, his * Companion bor- 
rowing the Manuſcript to peruſe, carried it 
with him to Ireland, and having kept it 
ſeven Years, at laſt publiſh'd it imperfect; 
for indeed he was not able to carry it on 
after the intended Method; becauſe Divi-
